GENERAL INUNDATION. 


Latest R eports A long 
the 
M ississippi 
and A rkansas Rivers. 
St. Louis, March 32th.—The Hood news from 
various points along the Mississippi river and 
other streams this morning is that the White 
and Black rivers in Arkansas are on the ram­ 
page. Both are out ol the banks and overfiow- 
tng the country on each side for miles. 
Heavy rains have tallen and continue to fall 
along these streams, and a general inundation 
is looked for at Fort Smith on the Arkansas. 
There was a rise ol over eighteen feet iu twenty- 
lour hours. At last accouuts the swell was pro­ 
ceeding at the same rate. This rise, added to 
the minor fioods pouring out of all the small 
tributaries below Fort Smith, will greatly add to 
the volume of water in the Mississippi below 
the mouth of the Arkansas and increase the 
peril to the lower country. 
All the railroads in the vicinity of Fort Smith 
are suffering from serious washouts or lost 
bridges, and trains are abandoned temporarily. 
At Arkansas City, on the Mississippi, the 
water from the Suppington Hook crevasse inun­ 
dated the rear part of the town and the lands in 
the back country are being flooded. 
It is not 
thought, however, that great damage will result, 
as the bayous and interior streams are capable 
of carrying the water away rapidly. 
All the available boats of the Government 
fleets have been put into levee service. The 
river front, from Arkansas City down, is being 
carefully watched. 
All low places are being 
filled up with sacks of sand and earth and other 
means used to hold back the waters. 
The report prevailed that the levee of Aisatia, 
Louisiana, twenty miles south of Lake Prov­ 
idence, had broken, but this has not been veri­ 
fied. 
LATEST FP.OM ARKANSAS. 
Arkansas Crrv (Ark.), March 12th.—11 has 
been raining here lor about forty boars. aDd 
the crevasse in the levee, above the city, is 
about four hundred feet wide. The people are 
much alarmed aud some are seeking high 
ground. 
At Poplar Bluff the situation is serious. Iu 
Helena, Arkansas District, the river continues 
rising rapidly. The rise iu the Arkansas, west 
of Little Kock, is unprecedented. It is feared 
another day will bring out unwelcome news of 
the water’s ravages. 
Arkansas City is not yet badly submerged, as 
some of the water is finding its way off' into the 
bayous back of town. Should there be no more 
breaks, it will not rise much here. 


IN TENNESSEE. 
Memphis (Tenn.), March 12th.—The flood out­ 
look to-day is more threatening than at any 
time since the present high water began U‘ ex­ 
cite attention. 
The Arkansas and white r. rers 
are pouring out immense volumes, and the sit­ 
uation below their mouth is any thing but en­ 
couraging.

AN ENGINEER’S WARNING. 
G r e e n v i l l e (Miss.), March 
12th.—Captain 
Young, chief engineer of the Government fleet, 
has just returned from an inspection trip along 
the Arkansas shores. He says the levees on 
that side are iu immediate danger, as it will be 
impossible for teem to stand more than six 
inches’ rise, and from the volume ot water ex­ 
pected in the next few days it is out of the 
question to think of saving that country from 
overflow. He warns everybody who lives and 
has any interest iu the adjacent tottom s and 
the Tensas basin, to prepare for the inevitable, 
and move all their live stock and other move­ 
able property to the front or the bills. 


GOT IT i QUIETUS. 


The Louisiana L ottery K nocked Com ­ 
p letely Ont. 
St P aul, March 12th.—The Louisiana lottery 
legislation proposed in the North Dakota Legis­ 
lature, at Bismarck, received its quietus to day 
in both Houses, as was anticipated some davg 
ago. The second attem pt to adopt the measure 
was tried to-day. Yesterday was set as the day 
but the sudden death of Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction Mitchell, aud the consequent 
adjournment of both Houses, postponed action 
until to-day, and this was the la*t day that the 
measure could be taken up aud carried, the 
final adjournment being too near. 
The first attem pt made in the Senate was the 
proposed new bill which offered the Sta*e SnO.- 
000 for the franchise and au auuual tribute of 
5150,000. 
The opponents moved to lay it on the table, 
but the motion was defeated—11 to 19. How­ 
ever, as a test vote, it sealed the fate of the bill, 
for it developed the fact that in the Senate, 
where the measure was considered the strongest, 
the two-thirds which was necessary to pass it 
over the Governor’s veto was not forthcjmiug. 
The bill met with the same fate iu the House. 


COURT O F IN Q U IRY . 


M cC alla P u t H is M en in S tra ig h t J a c k ­ 
e ts fo r T rifling O ffenses. 


N e w Y o r k . March 12ih.—The Court of In­ 
quiry into the charges against Commander B. 
H. McCalla of the United States vessel Enter­ 
prise, opened to-day, Admiral Kimb¿riy pre­ 
siding. 
The first witness was the executive officer, 
Ingersoll. He said that the men ou the ship 
were confined in straight jackets for trifliug 
offenses. 7 he charges against the Captain in 
this respect were true. The witness described 
how two men were tied up to the ladder aud 
left in that position four hours. 
The C *m- 
mander had directed him to keep men con­ 
tinually at work about the ship. Iu all these 
cases the punishm ent was for drunkenness. 
Regarding the assault on Fireman Walker the 
witness said that Walker was very drunk and 
was abusing the Commander roundly. 
Mc­ 
Calla ordered the man to stop aud'told the 
men to get ready the water. 
Walker was still 
defiant, and the Captain ordered water thrown 
on him. 
W alker was then galled with the 
bayonet by the Commander’s order. 
Even this 
did not silence him , aud the Captain drew a 
sword and struck Walker on the head. Walker 
then fell on the deck, face downward. He was 
picked up and placed in a hammock after dry 
c othes had been given him. He was covered 
with blankets and the g«g was still in his 
mouth.

THEY FOUND TH E BULLET, 


Au Autopsy Over the R em ains o f E x­ 
R epresentative T aulbee. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 12th.—Dr. D. S. Lamb 
conducted au autopsy on the remains of the 
late ex-Represeutative Taulbee iu the presence 
of a large number of medical meu. 
The ball was found to have passed beneath 
the eye downward and inward, fracturing a 
portion of the orbital plate, thence toward the 
brain, fracturing ana splintering the petrous 
portion of the temporal bone. 
The ball was found embedded in the boue 
and duramater. A further penetration of a six­ 
teenth of au inch would probably have resulted 
iu instant death. 
At the base of the brain a large abscess 
¡Sí^u • 
w&s the immediate cause of 
death. Other abscesses were discovered, and 
the brain aud membranes were much inflamed 
aud congested. 
The position of the ball was such that it could 
not have been abstracted with safety to the 
patient, even had its exact location been 
known. 
Tne Coroner’s inquest was held this afternoon. 
The jury found that Taulbee came to his death 
from a pistol-shot wound inflicted by KiDcaid, 
and the prisoner was committed to jail to await

BRUTAL OFFICER. 


Ho A ssails a P rivate aud B eats H im 
Unm ercifally. 


C h ic a g o , March 12th —A dispatch from St. 
Paul says: The latest victim of army brutality 
to appeal for redress is Luke J. Logan, whose 
paper comes from the dungeon at Fort knelling. 
This is another Wild case, but with still less 
provocation. The Second Lieutenant who fig­ 
ures iu the prosecution is Lieutenant King of 
Troop L, Eighth Cavalry. Logan was with his 
troop on a march from Fort Keogh on August 
16. 1889. 
When the order to mount came Logan asked 
his Corporal for relief on account of sickness 
The Corporal reported to LieutenaDt Kiüg, who 
rushed furiously to the rear and assaulted Lo­ 
gan with the flat of his saber, knocking him 
down and jum ping upon him. The trooper was 
ordered to walk eighteen mile®, while his horse 
was led. 
Upon arrival at Camp Alexander 
Chambers, Logan was placed uuder arrest and 
charges preferred. 
After eighteen days’ confinement. Colonel 
Oti®, commanding the higoth Cavalry, sent 
back the charges disapproved and i^ogkn was 
released. Thirteen days subsequently Colonel 
Sw'ain issued au order for 1-ogan s arre6t on the 
same charge, and a court-martial, which is 
never known to acquit a prisoner, quickly con­ 
victed him. 
It was shown at the trial that King had com­ 
mitted the assault, but no remark was made 
and Logan received the customary sentence of 
dishonorable discharge aud a year's imprison­ 
ment at hard labor. 
Logan never dreamed of applying for relief, 
for private soldiers have long since learned that 
justice is not for them, but the result of the 
\\ ild case has encouraged every private in the 
army to stand up for his lights. The papers in 
Logan’s case have been sent to Washnigton. 


NOT M URDERED.

C h ic a g o . March 12th.—About 1:30 thisaffer- 
noou Ijecch’s body was found in the river near 
the loot of Market street. HLs watch and dia­ 
mond pin were found on the body, which indi­ 
cates that Leech walked into the river while 
intoxicated, and was not murdered as was at 
first believed. 
[Leech was a drummer for a New York house, 
in which he was interested as a partner. He 
went to Chicago, one day last week, and, after 
securing a room at the hotel, started out to see 
the town. He never returned to the hotel, and 
bis absence was construed to meau that he had 
been foully dealt with, and search has been 
continued up to this date. He was reported to 
have been so-:n in the neighborhood where his 
body was found, and this report caused the river 
to be dragged for his body.J

A Bogus Lord W ho w as Lionized by the 
P hilad elp h ia Ladies. 
PHILADF.I.PHIA, March 12th.—Detectives in this 
city believe that Reginald Burcbell. alias Lord 
Somerset, is no other than the Earl of Somerset, 
who suddenly shone as a leading society light 
ia this city about five years ago. Frank Kelly, 
a former chief of detectives, said to-night: 
“ The Earl of Somerset made his debut iu so­ 
ciety in this city in the latter pari of 18S5, aud 
soon became a lion. He was banqueted and 
petted by the elite, and the m ale members of 
society introduced him into their clubs and or­ 
ganized all kinds of sport for the benefit of the 
bogus Lord. 
He made a tour of the fashionable seaside re­ 
sorts after leaving this city, and appeared in 
Newport and Long Branch as Lord Courtney, 
the catch of the seascn aud a blue blooded and 
wealthy young Englishman. He was received 
at these places with open arms for nearly a sea­ 
son, and was the sweil of swells along the 
whole coa*t. At the close of the season he sud­ 
denly and very unceremoniously left, and with 
him went quite a sum of money borrowed from 
young swells who made a pet or him. 
“ The bogus Lor*4 also turned up in Baltimore, 
where he represented him sell to be Sir Hugh 
Leslie Courtney, of the British Royal Navy, and 
he always wore a naval uniform of the utmost 
brilliancy. He was the idol of the women ia 
that city, who entertained him in royal style 
and introduced him to their papas. lie not only 
succeeded in borrowing money from men of 
this city, but also borrowed the pin money of 
the ladies, and after a season of high living be 
disappeared.

C riticism s on General Crook’s Cam­ 
paign A gainst the A paches— 
R ailroad Tax Cases.

GENERAL 
CROOK. 


W liy H e W as R em oved from th e C om ­ 
m an d of A rizona. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 12th.—At last the ene­ 
mies of General Crook are to have their will, 
and the corn spondence that passed between 
that gentleman and General .Sheridan iu 1885-6 
regarding Crook's conduct iu the Apache cam ­ 
paign is to be made public. Senator Dawes 
called upon the becretary of War for copies of 
that correspondence yesterday, the avowed pur­ 
pose of the call being a desire to show just what 
circumstances led Crook to ask to be relieved 
from the command of the Department of Ari­ 
zona. 
In his letters It is said that Sheridan rebuked 
Crook very sharply for his methods, criticising 
particularly the employment of friendly hos­ 
tiles as scouts to aid in the pursuit of the rene- 
gates. finally, when Crook could not be brought 
to see the error of his course, he was peremp­ 
torily ordered to cease hostilities, and the as­ 
signment of General Miles to the command of 
that departm ent and the subsequent surrender 
of Gerónimo followed. 
In connection with the vexed question of the 
removal of the captives, General Miles tells a 
story having a very large-sized moral for all 
those people who favor placing these Indians 
again within reach of San Carlos. 
“There is a peculiar circumstance connected 
with the present trouble with the Apaehes in 
Arizona,” Miles said, “ that should be brought 
to the knowledge of the public. It has a very 
important bearing upon the question of re­ 
moval. One of the very Indians that is now 
causing so m uch trouble iu the Southwest was

with Geronimo’s baud when it was captured, 
and agreed to come to Florida with the others. 
“This particular Indian escaped from the 
train just before it reached St. Louis and was 
not seen or heard of again until the present 
trouble. He is now out with the renegades, 
terrorizing Arizona, having made 
his way 
through the thickly scttlea regions back to 
San Carlos. 
“You can see that that is a much greater 
distance than 1 rom Fort bill, with thecnances 
of capture increased tenfold. 
There is an ­ 
other thing. 
Lieutenant 
Kennon tells the 
House Committee that there are 4,533 troops 
available to pursue the Apaches should they 
escape from Fort Sill alter their removal. The 
truth is that the larger part of these troops are 
not within 1/00 miles of the route the hostiles 
would take to reach Arizona. 
“It is ver}* peculiar that the escape of an 
Apache murderer in a thickly settled country 
should not be made public until this late day, 
acd that the people of Missouri and Kausas 
were not warned to be on their guard against 
the red-handed villain. 
If horses have been 
missed in the section traversed by the run­ 
away, or if there were a series of strange dis­ 
appearances about the time of the escape, here 
is perhaps the solution of the mystery.”

Effect o f the California D ecision on the 
R ailroad Tax Caaes. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 12th.—The California tax 
cases came to a rather sudden aud unexpected 
ending in the Supreme Court this atternoon. 
Wheu the case of the State of California sgaiust 
the Sau Pablo and Tulare Kailroad Lompany 
was called Senator Edmunds appeared for the 
railroad company, having subipitted the briei 
iu its behalf. 
Attorney General Johnson stated that since 
the case had been set for hearing the Supreme 
Court of the State of California, in three differ­ 
ent eases, involving the Northern Pacific Road, 
and the Ceulral Pai ific Road for laxes for ISsO, 
held against defeudaut in error, and declared 
that the statute imposing the taxes was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
It was understood that a transcript of the find­ 
ing of the Court was ou its way here, and it was 
finally decided to postpone the present hearing 
until the next term. 
Senator Edmunds said to the California Asso­ 
ciated P ress.agent this alternooa that in all 
probability no extended tearing on the subject 
would be held in the United States Supreme 
Court when the case again came up, but it 
would reuder judgm ent iu accordance w ith the 
finding of the supreme Court of California. 
NEW MEXICO NEXT. 
The House Committee on Territories to-day 
heard an argument by Thomas em ith, of New 
Mexico, in favor oi the admission of that Ter­ 
ritory as a State. 
I.ARI) COMPOUND. 
The House Committee ou Agriculture devoted 
its session to day to the heuriug of Represent­ 
atives Butterwortii aud W asson, who favored 
aud opposed respectively the measures pending 
beiore the committee, having lor their purpose 
the regulation and taxation of the manufacture 
of laid compound. This ended public hearings 
on these bills. 
LEAD op.e s . 
A. F. Mayer, President of the Kansas City Re­ 
fining and Smelting Compauy. appeared beiore 
the Committee of Ways and Means this morning 
and made a statement expressive ol the views 
of the smelting aud refining interests upon the 
subject oi Mexican lead aud silver ores. He 
contended that Congress never intended tliat 
silver ore containing lead should be dutiable, 
as no such ore had been developed in this 
country whan the provision which had been 
attached was inserted in the tariff laws. If 
Congress passed a law taxing this ore it would 
cripple the smelting and refining interests. He 
therefore requested the committee to Jet the 
m atter stand as it does under the last decision 
of the Treasury Department. 


M’KINLEV S TARIFF BILL. 
The McKinley tarifi bill is now practically 
completed, and early next week, iu all probabil­ 
ity, it wiii lie presented to the House. The wool 
schedule, over which there has beeu great con­ 
troversy. has been satisfactorily adjusted. Wools 
of the first and second class are to pay a duty 
respectively of 11 and 12 cents per pound. 
Car­ 
pet wools valued at less than 12 cents per pound 
will pay Z% cents, aud tho e invoiced at more 
than 12 ceuta will pay S cents per pound. 
Washed wool will pay twice the duty imposed 
on unwashed: scoured wool of the first class 
two, and scoured wool of the second class three 
times, and oi the third class, two and one-half 
times the duty o i unwashed. 
The duty on steel rails will be fixed at about 
313 per ton. Among the most important changes 
will be the doubling of tbe duty ou barley aud 
hay. The duty on beans and peas will probably 
go to 40 cents per bushel aud potatoes to 25 
cents. Eggs will pay 5 cents per dozen duty 
and apples 25 cents per bushel. 
The duty on 
hides will probably be placed at 10 per cent ad 
valorem. 
The sugar schedule has not yet been 
determined, though it is said that the duty will 
be placed at the ¡east at 60 per cent, and a 
bounty of 10 per cent, to the producer. 
The in­ 
ternal revenue on tob.'ceo. except on cigars and 
chercots, will be abolished. 
Lauscm xo t h e Ne w a r k .

MEXICAN REPUBLIC. 


I t H a s N ot a F o o t o f Soil to Sell o r Cede 
to U ncle b ain . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 12tb.—Senator Sherman 
to-day, in asking the Senate to discharge the 
Committee of Foreign Relations from furtherjeon- 
sideration of, and to lay on the table the me­ 
morial of the fifteenth Legislative Assembly of 
Arizona, praying the President aud congress to 
enter into negotiations with the Republic of 
Mexico for a cession of sufficient territory join­ 
ing Arizona ou the southern boundary to secure 
a deep water port upon the Gulf of California, 
which would afford an outlet for the products 
of the territory, laid before the Senate some in­ 
teresting documents. 
Senator Sherman, as Chairman oi the com­ 
mittee, referred the memorial 
to Secretary 
Blaine, and the Secretary in reply said in p a rt: 
“I beg leave to say I can discover no hopeful 
prospect of any negotiations being successfully 
conducted with Mexico at the present time 
even toward the limited object in view. The 
temper of the statesmen and people of Mexic > 
has been only recently manifested with regatd 
to the alienation of any part cf their national 
territory by the prominencefgivenin eertaiu cir­ 
cles on the Pacific coast to a movement f r the 
acquisition ot all or a patt of Lower California 
by pnrchase. 
“For the information of your committee I 
transm it * copy ot a memorandum prepared by 
«be Mexican Minister, of a conversation which 
he bad with me on the subject on the 6th of 
June last, together with Señor Mariscal, and 
a memorándum of May 20,1589, of which Mr. 
Romero gave me a copy, r hold, unhesitatingly, 
that our Government is precluded, by obliga­ 
tions of tradit onsl faith, from approaching the 
Government of Mexico with a view to the ac­ 
quiring of any part of the Mexican territory, 
and i equally believe no administration of 
Mexico could face the manifestations of the 
national sentiment that would certainly attend 
any indication of a disposition to infringe the 
provision of the Mexican Constitution, which 
withholds from the Government the power to 
cede Mexican soil. 
"Moreover, even did the subject promise a 
favorable negotiation the petition fails to set 
forth the proposition in sufficient detail. 
The 
northern and eastern shore of the Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia does not appear to offer a deep-water port 
until a point is reached some 200 miles from 
tile delta oi the Colorado, aud the country be­ 
tween that coast aud the present southern limit 
of Arizona is broken aud appears ill adapted to 
be the highway of intercourse. The Guaymas 
and Sonora Railway running thence to Nogales, 
' < onstitutes the present channel of outlet from 
Arizona to the Gulf of California.1’ 
The following is the translation of the memo­ 
randum from Senor Mari-cal, the Mexican Min­ 
ister of Foreign Affairs, to Senor Romero, the 
Mexican Minister to the United States: 
“I his Department approved the article which 
in compliance with its instruction you wrote 
and afterwards DUblished in the North American 
Revine, entitled ‘The Annexation of MexieV 
because it is conceded that a total or partial ac­ 
quisition of Mcxtcau terr.tory, whether by force 
or by means of intrigues, does not enter into 
the combinations of American statesman, to 
whatever political party they msy belong. 
"As to the gentlemen who at present form the 
United States Government and Direct its foreign 
policy, we are sufficiently acquainted with 
their high character and political antecedents 
not to entertain the least doubt about their 
sense ot justice aud fairness, not only ou this 
point but any other subject. We have, there- 
iore complete confidence that any absurd plaus 
of fililiustcrism, which are, fortunately, looked 
upon by the enlightened majority ot the Amer­ 
ican people as disreputable, will not be ap­ 
proved by them, nor that they will lend ary 
support whatever to the machinations of badly 
informed persons with a view of changii g tb c 
decided opposition of the people to anv aliena­ 
tion of Mexican territory. 
“ We do not attach m uch importance to the 
revelations, more or less vague, and afterwards 
contradicted, which have lately appeared in 
American newspapers concerning organizations 
whose aim is to procure, at all hazards, the an 
nexation of some part of Mexico, and especially 
of Lower Caliiorma. But, though we treat with 
eoutempt tbe boasts of idle and evil disposed 
people, who dream of wars of conquest, or of 
revolutionary movements plotted on onr border, 
with a view of anuexation of a part ol our 
country, it is not so with the other manifesta­ 
tions of a respectable source. though»they have 
their origin iu opinions equally destitute of 
foundation. 
“I refer to the proposition originated in the 
Chamber of Commerce at Los Angeles, Califor­ 
nia, aud presented to the Hon e ot Representa­ 
tives at Washington, authorizing tne Executive 
to negotiate with Mexico for the purchase of 
Lower California. I refer, also, to the opiuion, 
which, without any reservation, the Governor 
of the State of California expressed about i he 
great convenience oi such an acquisition, and 
above all the parchase of Sonora and Sinaloa, 
about which no mention before has be<.n made. 
“No matter how m uch the Mexican Govern­ 
ment m ight be inclined to overlook this double 
expression of erroneous judgm ent as to our 
patriotic sentiments, and our entire conformity 
with the opinion of our country iu this regard, 
it cannot do so, considering the expression ot 
views by the present officials of tbe State of 
California, which is coterminous w ith our ter­ 
ritory aud interested iu some of those annexa­ 
tions. 
"YVe cannot look with indifference upon any­ 
thing coming from respectable authorities, and 
if anyone should tell us that no serious and 
well-concerted plan on the subject is en'er- 
taiued by them, but that it is rather the inftu- 
enceot combinations aud the extgcncies of in­ 
terior polities which constrained them to ex­ 
press such ideas, we should he forced, even 
though shiring in this belief, to deeplv lament 
that there are persons in California « ith such 
m isguid.d judgm ent respecting us who had in­ 
fluence enough to induce Governor Waterman 
to m ake such public utterances, without think­ 
ing of theefl’ect which they might atterwsrd 
produce in the re atious with a neighboring na­ 
tion.” 
The memorandum then speaks of the unani­ 
mous opposition of the Mexican people to any 
plau loosing to the alienation of national terri­ 
tory aud the impossibility of such alienation 
under the Constitution, aud continues: “ it is 
well knowu that the administration of General 
Diaz has done all iu its power to strengthen the 
friendly relations by attracting the capital, in­ 
dustry and c'-mmeree of its neighbors, and by 
erasing the {last vestige of prejudices which 
m ight divide them. It will continue to do so, 
convinced that such is the only national policy. 
But. if in tbe midst of these cilbrts to secure a 
good aud cordia! understanding for a common 
benefit, obstacles should arise to interpose, 
perhaps not by the Government of the United 
states, but by State officials of tbe same nation, 
in such a case, however disagreeable it might 
be to n->. and to a certain extent contrary to onr 
international policy, we should be constrained 
to afford satisfaction to the Mexican people, so 
sensitive in this matter, having shed its blood 
and made immense sacrifices to achieve its in­ 
dependence and preserve its integrity of terri­ 
tory. 
"YVe should find ourselves under tbe stern 
necessity of adopting restrictive measures iu 
regard to the acquisition by certain foreigners of 
real estate concessions, etc. As far as engage­ 
ments already entered into may allow, these 
step» migh:, however, be interpreted as show­ 
ing bad will on our part toward the American 
people, when we are, ou the contrary, animated 
by exactly the opposite sentiments. 
“In order, therefore, to avoid such an intcr- 
preiatiou, under the instructions of the f resi­ 
dent, I have made the foregoing explanation.” 
The memorandum prepared by Minister Ro­ 
mero for Señor Mariscal, alter bis conversation 
with Secretary Biaine, says : “The Secretary of 
State then informed the Minister that his per­ 
sonal views and those of tbe United States Gov­ 
ernment, with respect to the annexation of 
Mexican territory, were expíes ed in his note 
to Mr. Morgan, United States Minister at Mex­ 
ico. dated June 14,1881, and which was pub­ 
lished in the diplomatic correspondence which 
was appended to the President's messzge that 
year. He added, that the United States Govern­ 
m ent did not tb lnkof acquiring any portion of 
Mexican territory, and that it would not sap 
port any project having such a subject in view, 
as the United itates had all the territory they 
requited for their progress and wellaie, and de­ 
sired no more." 
The Secretary of State farther stated that the 
United States Government could not prevent

New 
evidence was introduced when George Phemi- 
ster, the telegraph manager at Niagara Falls, 
produced three telegrams, one of which was 
sent from Niagara Falls February 17th. ad­ 
dressed to “Pelley, Stafford House, Buffalo,” 
aud said: “Arrive Buffalo 9 o ’ dock. 
Must re­ 
mam there to-night. (Sgd ) 
B a s t e l l .” 
Phemister could not de*cribe the sender And 
could not say it was Burehell. In this message 
it is supposed Burehell’s name was mispelled 
by the operator or by himself knowingly. 
Another telegram from Buffalo, February 
2/th, directed to Burehell and signed Stafford, 
said: 
“'lelegram and letter sent yesterday to ship 
heavy baggage to Fifth Avenue Hotel, New 
York.” 
A third telegram was from New York, March 
1st, and evidently from Pelley, though not 
signed. “Benwell not here” was all it said. 
That closed the testimony. When asked if he 
had anything to say, Burehell. after consulta­ 
tion with his lawyer, said : “I have nothing to 
say at this particular time.” 
Magistrate Hill theu held him for trial in Oc­ 
tober, at Woodstock. 


A W ILD DEBAUCH. 


D egeneracy of 
Select Society Am ong 
Canadian Officials» 


T o r o n t o , March 12th.—The state ball given 
by Sir Alexander Campbell, Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor of Ontario, degenerated from the highest 
and most select society event iu tho Province 
into a wild debauch. Among tho 5C0 or 600 
guests assembled at the ball were a number of 
young men who arc not accustomed, as a rule, 
to move in auy society but the lowest. How 
they received their invitations is a mystery, but 
thev received them, accepted and came. 
J hey 
had a good time in their own way, visited the 
buffets frequently, and before midnight they 
had imbibed a great quantity of tbe Governor’s 
best wine, and became quite boisterous. Tbe 
crowd theu iushed for the supper rooms. Then 
ensued a terrible scene. 
Cakes, sandwiches 
and other eatables were thrown about pell- 
mell. The waiters attempted to prevent damage, 
but were bombarded with ice-cream, jellies 
and other eatables. One of the lady guests, be­ 
fore she could escape from the room, had a 
large bUuic mange landed on her face. 
Tne doors were finally locked and the police 
sent for. A squad under an Inspector marched 
into the room, and when they marched out a 
few minutes later every member of the jovial 
crowd accompanied them. Some twenty were 
locked up, but were afterwards released by or­ 
der of the Governor, who did not wish the scan­ 
dal to get out. 
The scenes enacted are mild and ordinary 
compared with those which took place at Rideau 
H all on the occasion of the first and last state 
ball attended by Princess Louise. The mem­ 
bers from rural constituencies, to many of whom 
the taste of anything stronger than hard cider 
was an unknown sensation, imbibed so freely of 
the contents of the Viceregal cellar that they 
became utterly ob ivious of ail ideas of court 
etiquette and bounced about the corridors iu the 
most unseemly fashion, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the servants and orderlies to convey 
the worst sptf 
ens of inebriety from view. 
The Priuc^« was brought into personal con­ 
tact with such disgusting scenes that never dur­ 
ing the remaining five years of Lord Lome’s 
Governorship did her Royal H:ghness appear 
again at a state ball. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 


Tlie E astern Hrpublicg F orm ing a De 
f e n s i v e League. 
Rio J aneiro, March 12th —There are rumors 
of an offensive and defensive league between 
Brazil, the Argentine Republic, Uruguay snd 
Paraguay. The Government s critics say that 
such & policy would be suicidal ou the part of 
this country. 
Paraguay and Folivia have only recently been 
upon the verge of a declaration of war. and 
(Jnile and the Argentine Republic are likely 
sooner or later to come into collision with 
Patagonia. Against a lepgue of the four Eastern 
Republics a league of ChiL, Bolivia and possibly 
Peru would be formed in self-defense. 
The o d imperial foreign policy was undoubt­ 
edly toward a connect ion with chile rather than 
with the Argentine Republic, and tbe lat«er was 
certainly aware of how dangerous the position 
would be in case of a difficulty arising in B nzil 
under the republic. 
As toward au Argentine 
connection, any advantages to be derived from 
alicuatiug Chilean good Will are problematical.

The result of the election of Tuesday

ments by Stanley. Of course Mr. Stanley 
will supervise the publication and revise 
th e proofs and the map drawings, no mat­ 
ter who may have purchased the copy­ 
right. 
The book will be issued from a 
London press, and it is improbable that 
it will appear until late in the present 
year. 
The public awaits publication with 
great eagerness. 
It will be the one 
book of the season that will be most 
Bought for, since Stanley’s fame as an ex­ 
plorer and the interest in geographical 
research are now very great. 
But there appears fo he uo subject 
within the range of authorship that is not 
prev for some of the publishing cormo­ 
rants of the country, and Stanley’s ex­ 
pected volume is mr.de no exceptiou. 
Already the people are being urged to 
gubscribe for works 
which have title 
pages so adroitly worded as to lead the 
unwary to believe that the books pre­ 
sented contain authentic accounts of the 
last Stanlev expedition, which they can­ 
not possibly have. 
Examined closely 
these cheats disclose the fraud, and hence 
no one who subscribes for one of them will 
be able to recover his money, since the an­ 
nouncements are so cunningly worded, 
that the s hemers are sheltered behind 
deceptive title page. Of course no skilled 
book-buyer will lie taken In by these spuri-

One of them has a 
gaudy colored “presentation page” at the 
front, and this is aloue enough to class it 
as second rate. Outside of holiday books, 
very few reputable works are issued with 
these catch-peunv devices, though now and 
then a publisher is induced to make the 
mistake of inserting them. No such work 
as Stanley’s will come from an obscure 
publishing house, nor will it he put upon 
the market by people never before heard 
of in the book world. 
One work of the 
kind refetred to comes from a house un­ 
known to the trade, and a city that has 
uever been known as a book publishing 
town. The work, and several others of 
like character, are mere compilations, such 
as any half shrewd writer can make up 
from the previous works of Stanley, and 
the numerous books issued by African ex­ 
plorers. 
In itself, the book indicated is 
not a bad one, and it contains a good deal 
of valuable information, but that it is put 
out at just this time, and that it names 
Stanley frequently on its title page, and in 
the accompanying circulars, is a fact cal­ 
culated to deceive a great many who will 
subscribe for it under the delusion that 
they will find in it an authorized, or at least 
an authentic account of the latest equator­ 
ial explorations of the great traveler, and 
his rescue of Emin Pasha. 
The work is a type of many. 
When 
great works appear there are usually 
thrown upon the market a half dozen 
cheap spurious editions. The pirating of 
the production of foreign authors by Amer" 
ican printers aud cheap writers is so com­ 
mon that it is a shame to the Dation. In ­ 
ternational copyright will put a stop to 
direct book piracy, but the issuance of 
deceptive books, those calculated to “take 
in” the unwary and the inexperienced, 
cannot well be reached by law. The rem­ 
edy of the people is in caution, and in tak­ 
ing the advice of skilled book-buyets, who 
are able to detect the bogus work and the 
Cheap John volume as readily as the ex­ 
perienced banker discovers spurious coin 
in a mass of genuine money handled.

T H E UNEM PLOYED. 


The means provided to give employ­ 
ment to the unemployed men of San Fran­ 
cisco who want work have been put in 
motion satisfactorily, and 300 men are now 
at work in the park at $1 50 a day. 
In 
all about 000 applied to the committee for 
work, thus giving the contradiction antici­ 
pated to the agitators’ statement that there 
are 2-5,000 unemployed and starving men 
in the metropolis willing to work and 
anxious but unable to obtain employment. 
The proof is therefore made that there is 
not unusual distress in that city, and that 
no more men are out of employment than 
was to have been expected in such an in­ 
clement season.

subject :

Union equal to C alifornia's can show so sm all a 
percentage of unem ployed labor. 
O rdinary 
w iuters in Eastern com m unities show a p ercent­ 
age largely in excess of It, an d its appearance in 
such com m unities is such a regular incident 
every year th at the various charities au d m eans 
o! relief are iu perm auent com m ission to take 
cate of it, w hile here it is so unnsua! as to quite 
tak e us by surprise and unaw ares w hen it docs 
occur. The very fact th a t we m ake so m uch 
noise about it. aud th a t m ass m eetings arc held, 
agitators agitate au d preachers preach, is due to 
the unusual n atu re o f the em ergency aud its in ­ 
frequency. It Is as novel as the extrem ely w et 
w inter w hich has caused it, and, like th e other 
effects of th e w inter, it w ill evaporate under a 
lew weeks of the genial and genuine C alilornia 
shine. A nother fact brought out by the orderly 
m easures o f relief inaugurated by the Citizens' 
Com m ittee aud th e Park Commissioners is of 
significance. 
A m ajority of th e applicants had 
not been long in California. They are m en w ho 
cam e here inopportunely and unexpectedly en­ 
countered a d u ll season before they h ad se­ 
cured a foothold. Not having m oney to depend 
upon u ntil they secured a 'oothold, they ate the 
victim s of conditions entirely unusual in Cali­ 
fornia. 


T h e likelihood is that New York will 
get the library Governor Samuel J. Tilden 
provided for in his will, which was over­ 
thrown in the Courts. Not that the will 
is to be revivified, but that the heirs who 
contested the document and defeated it 
propose, so far as the bequest for the 
library is concerned, to carry out the 
wishes of the testator. If they do this 
it will be worthy of record all over the 
world as the one instance in which parties 
who defeat a will still respect the wishes 
of the decedent and execute his desires as 
expressed in it. 
Mr. Tilden’s estate turns 
out to be much larger in value than eveu 
he supposed it, and the heirs can afford to 
fulfill the library bequest aud still have 
left to themselves as much as Mr. Tilden 
believed his whole estate to be worth. 
It 
is on a compromise that this action is 
taken, but it is none the less creditable to 
the parties, since it was certain that on 
appeal the invalidating of the will would 
have been affirmed. 


W e wish that other partisans we could 
name were as sound in their views as is 
ex-President Cleveland concerning ballot 
reform. “It is right,” he exclaims, “there­ 
fore I am for it.” 
That is to the point and 
puts the whole matter in a nutshell, ex­ 
cluding politics and policy, and doubting, 
aud “hems” and “ haWB," and “I thinks,” 
and the whole gamut of indecision. “It 
is right;” tha: is the one verdict the 
friends of reform ask from all sensible, 
reasoning and clear-headed people. 


A v e r y important decision has been 
rendered by the Supreme Court of Michi­ 
gan. 
It is to the effect that a lien law, 
which operates to make a man pay twice 
for work performed upon his house, is un­ 
constitutional. Tnis holding is directly 
opposed to the general interpretation of 
lien laws. The full text of the decision, 
with the reasons advanced therefor, will 
be awaited with interest.

AN AFTERNOON WITH SACRAMENTO'S 
NEW BASEBALL TEAM.

Now that all of the Eastern players signed 
by the Sacramento managers bare arrived, 
interest in barebali has livened up greatly, 
and sports who claim to know the records 
of the new men have been enthusiastic in 
their praise of the m ake-up of the Capital 
City club. 
A R e c o rd U n io n reporter stole qnietlv 
out to Soowfiake Park yesterday afternoon, 
and taking a back seat in a secluded part 
of the “bleachers,” spent an hour or more 
watching the practice of the men. 
There were over fifty other people on the 
grounds, apparently deeply interested in 
the practice work of the players. 
The 
diam ond and outfield are in very poor con­ 
dition, on account of the recent rains, and 
whenever a fiy-ball knocked to center, left 
or right field didn’t find a fielder to catch 
it, the sphere would strike with a splash 
and bury itself a few inches in the m ud. A 
sensible spectator suggested rubber boots 
for the players, and tbey w ouldn’t have 
been out of place either. 
The diam ond is 
exceedingly rough 
where it has been 
plowed, and on account of its condition 
yesterday grounders batted to the 
in­ 
fielders frequently took all sorts of shoots 
and curves end gave am ple opportunity 
for the m en to practice dodging tactics. 
To-day, however, the diam ond is to be 
rolled, aod if the sun comes out as it has 
for the past few days the grounds, both in 
the infield and outfield, will be in excellent 
condition by Saturday. 
If O a k la n d , San Francisco and Stockton 
have as good m aterial in their nines as 
Sacram ents has, only the highest order of 
ball-tossing will be seen at the g am es of the 
California League this season. Of course 
an estimate of the m erits of a player can­ 
not be m ade by his first day’s practice 
work, but the way he handles a ball goes a 
great way in the test of his ability. The 
players of the Sacramento nine are of m é­ 
dium stature, with the exception of Good- 
enough and Bowman, and they are consid­ 
erable o v er the av erag e in hight, ar.d both 
Wiry. 
Bowman is a catcher of more than ordi­ 
nary ability, and in practice yesterday con­ 
vinced thosepresent that he would be fully 
np to requirem ents by the tim e the season 
opens. 
He is a good thrower, and it is 
said that bis “stick” work will be an im ­ 
portant factor in the games this season. 
McHale, the Sacramento boy, who has 
been signed as change catcher has been 
seen before in games here, but he has 
greatly improved in both catching and 
throwing, and is as active as a cat. H e 
w ill do the catching when Zeigler is in the 
box. 
W i' h a little m ore strength in bat­ 
ting h s will undoubtedly prove him self 
capable of taking care of his position. 
H arper is practicing hard and spends a 
good part of the tim e in pitching to the 
new men and getting them familiar with 
his mode of pitching. 
H e has his family 
here, and says he’ll do his best for Sacra­ 
mento. 
Tne percentage of games won by 
the Stockton club in which he pitched was 
very high. 
Zeigler will twirl when H arper rests, and 
w ilt undoubtedly hold his own w ith the 
best of them . The Sacramento people 
know of his reliability and steadiness, and 
w ill not be backward after the season com­ 
mences in com plim enting him for the ex­ 
cellent nine he has brought together. 
If Daly were dressed in a uniform sim i­ 
lar to that worn by Cahill of last year s 
Oaklands, it would be difficult to teil the 
tw o men anart from the grand stand. Daly 
is alm ost the exact build of Cahili, and his 
actions are eimilar. There is more life in 
him , however, and when he drives a ball 
to first it goes on a straight line. H e is a 
neat infielder, and quite a hitter. 
Stapleton, who will Capt? n the nine, is 
short but solidly built, and his work yes­ 
terday went a long way to prove that his 
record does not appear better than he 
really is. H e is a jovial fellow, and will 
be heard on the coaching line. 
Reitz is what the sports call “a bird.” 
H e is quite voung, small, but is well built, 
and it is refreshing to see how cleanly he 
handles a ball. There are no unnecessary 
exertions on bis part when fielding, and be 
does his work with an ease and grace 
which is sufficient evidence that he under­ 
stands bis business. H e doesn’t have much 
to say, takfs m atters coolly, and, it is safe 
to say, wiil guard the center bag in a way 
that will challenge comparison in the Cali­ 
fornia League. 
Godar 
guards the infield in the re­ 
gion of the third cushion, and his fielding 
actions are very m uch like those of “Nick’’ 
Sm ith, whose playing qualities are quite 
well-known here. Godar is a good, clean 
fielder, and when it comes to “ lining” the 
ball to first base, he’s the right m an in the 
right place. H e is a sprinter, too, and a 
good batter. 
Goodenough and Roberts are known as 
two of the best outfielders in tbe State, and 
and will care for the center and left gar­ 
dens as of old. Right field will be played 
by eitner of the pitchers or catchers who 
are not engaged in battery. 
There is one noticeable feature about all 
of tbe players and that is their throwing. 
There is not a “dead arm ” in the clnb, and 
the new men ail appear to be experts with 
the bat. 
The grand stands at the Park have un­ 
dergone several changes, and the reporters’ 
box has been removed from inside tbe 
fence. It is now located alm ost directly 
behind tise hom e-plate under the special 
stand, and to either side have been built 
boxes, which will be hired by clubs of 
young men in town.

A fellow-countryman, named Ah Gong, 
was arrested for the crime. 
The men belonged to rival companies, 
and the prelim inary exam ination of Gong 
developed a bitter feeling between the two 
organizations. 
Special attorneys were en­ 
gaged, one to prosecute Gong and the an­ 
other to defend him , and a great quantity 
of evidence was produced in support of 
each side. 
Gong was held to answer before 
the Superior Court, and his case has suf­ 
fered several continuances and postpone­ 
ments there siacs that time. 
A day or two ago one Ah Low, who fig­ 
ured prom inently in the prosecution of 
Gong, in behalf of the m urdered m an’s rel­ 
atives, came up from San Francisco and 
on yesterday visited the District Attorney 
to learn if any steps had been taken to­ 
ward dismissing the action against Gong. 
Mr. Bruner informed him that he had 
heard of none, and the Chinaman departed 
apparently much relieved. 
A m an, who claims to know the facts of 
the case 
informed a R ec o k d U n io n re­ 
porter yesterday afternoon that there really 
was a movement on foot to set Gong at 
liberty, and that it had arisen 
from 
tbe tact 
that 
the 
two 
rival socie­ 
ties 
had 
come 
to 
an 
amicable 
understanding. 
The 
society to 
which 
Gong belonged was to pay the society of 
which the m urdered man was a member 
$600 to let np in the prosecution. 
Real­ 
izing that it was a hard m atter to “let np” 
suddenly and without any reasonable ex ­ 
planation to the Court and attorneys on 
both sides it was arranged that the two 
most im portant witnesses for the proseen- 
tiou should “disappear” mysteriously and 
thns cripple the prosecution to snch an ex­ 
tent that a verdict of guilty could not be 
reached. The relatives of the dead man 
were opposed to this action, and were en­ 
deavoring to hunt up the two missing wit­ 
nesses, said the reporter’s informant. 
District Attorney Bruner, when informed 
of this by the reporter, said that it was a 
fact that two of the witnesses were miss­ 
ing, but that warrants for them had been 
placed in the hands of the Sheriff, and 
every effort would be m ade to find them . 
“This case is not a very strong one any 
how,” concluded the District Attorney, 
“ but nevertheless no stone will be left u n ­ 
turned in the way of a thorough, but un­ 
prejudiced prosecution. 
If we can prove 
that these witnesses are not in the State, 
why we can use the testimony they gave at 
the prelim inary exam ination, in the Su­ 
perior Court trial, but unless this can be 
shown, we will have to get along tne best 
we can w ithout them .”

Jivige Baker informed the prisoner that 
he was entitled to an attorney, and that if 
he was without means the Court would 
appoint one for bita. 
Freem an did not seem to be interested in 
the m atter m uch, bnt his brother-in-law 
Mr. E s s ;o d , spoke up and said they wonld 
prefer an attorney, bnt had neglected to re­ 
tain one. 
The Court thereupon took a recess for an 
hour, in order that Mr. Easton m ’ght get 
an attom ev. 
During the recess Freem an laughed and 
joked with the audience, and enjoyed him 
ieif generally. 
Mr Easton finally returned with Charles 
N. Post, and tbe latter announced that he 
had been retained as connsel for Freeman 
H e explained that his connection w ith the 
case only d a t'd back about ten minutes, 
and therefore he was not fam iliar enough 
w ith the facts to proceed properly w ith the 
exam ination, and desired a continuance.

m ight be in the same fix as was Sullivan, 
Mr. Bruner also looked ídIo their cases, 
loo. They informed him that on the day 
of the alleged burglary in Elk Grove they 
were employed in Truckee, and were not 
discharged from their em ploym ent until 
March 1st (the burglary took place on Feb­ 
ruary 28thj. They asserted, further, that 
by reason of the impassable condition of 
the Central Pacific road it was several days 
after their dismissal before they arrived in 
Sacramento, and as soon as tbey did arrive 
they were arrested. The District Attorney 
communicated with parties in Truckee, 
and forwarded a complete description of 
both men. 
Yesterday m orning he received 
a telegram from W illiam McDougal, cor­ 
roborating in every particular the state­ 
m ents made by the men. 
Accoidingly both men were taken before 
Justice H enry during the forenoon, and on 
motion of Assistant District Attorney A. J. 
Bruner the charge against Reed was dis­ 
missed and he was allowed his liberty. 
Glenn’s case was, however, taken under ad­ 
visement until to day, as another Consta­ 
ble—or rather a Sheriff from El Dorado 
county—believes that Glenn has committed 
some offense there, and will be down to­ 
day to identity him . 
In the m eantim e the E lk Grove Consta­ 
ble was not idle. 
Being convinced that he 
had apprehended the wrong men, he set 
out again and succeeded in arresting two 
more men who fitted to his elastic descrip­ 
tions. These men he lugged into jail, as he 
did the others, and charged them with the 
E lk Grove burglary. 
As in the other cases, these individuals 
vehem ently declared themselves innocent, 
and, as in the other cases, the District A t­ 
torney felt in duty bound to investigate, as 
the law did not contemplate the incarcera­ 
tion of innocent men.

All of his other interests w ere dis­ 
posed of. The finaucial condition of the rail­ 
road w ill yield his estate but little. To begin 
w ith, it is bonded for 84,000,000 and it is stocked 
for 86,000,000. The bonds were sold aud the

rocecds disposed of by the late M ervyn Dona- 
ue. He also gave 30 per cent, of the stock to 
th e bondholders as an ex tra inducem ent for the 
purchase of th e bonds, l lie balance of the 
stock, 84,SOOtOOO, is now held by th e Seligm&ns 
as security for a loan of about SGOO.OuO. So 
everything th at M ervyn D onahue had is hypoth­ 
ecated. 
The stock of th e road is really w orth bu t little, 
as the road is iu danger o f being paralleled any 
day bv the Southern Pacific.

Frem ont and 
Edge w ater; on th e east East Seattle; on the 
south the South P ark addition and the race 
track quarter, and on th e w est West Seattle 
This w ill cover the w hole of th e Seattle m etro 
politan district, m aking a corporate area of 
about tw elve m iles square, and giving the city 
a population o f at least t0,000. The Council to­ 
night practically decided to give up for the 
present the schem e of bringing a w ater supply 
from Cedar river, a distance of tw enty-seven 
m iles, at a cost of 82,500,0X1. They w ill increase 
th e present Lake W ashington system , m aking 
the aistributiug system th e sam e as th a t pro­ 
ne sed for the Cedar river supply, at a cost of 
8800,000. This will give a supply sufficient for a 
city of 100,000 people, and the distributing sys­ 
tem can be used whe • tbe Cedar river supply is 
used a r some future tim e. It w ould take three 
years to bring the w ater from th e Cedar river, 
w hereas the Lake W ashington system can be 
enlarged in three m onths.

Washington, M arch 12th.—The Senate con­ 
cu rren t resolution for the Investigation of im ­ 
m igration m atters was laid before th e Senate 
w ith tw o House am endm ents extending the In­ 
vestigation to the purchase of A m erican indus­ 
tries by foreign capital an d th e use of Bt'dloe’s 
island, in New York harbor, as au im m igration 
depot. The am endm ents were concurred in, so 
the concurrent resolution 
has passed both 
houses. 
T he Senate th en agreed to th e resolution to 
exclude from th e Couarciaional Record th e in ter­ 
polations m ade by Senator Gall In the report of 
the discussion w ith C handler on the 20th of 
February, by the following vote: Yeas, 38. noef, 
1-t. The Dem ocrats votiDg in the affirm ative 
w ere Payne, Pugh, Cockrell and Vance. 
T he Senate proceeded to consider th e resolu­ 
tion declaring it com petent for the Senate to 
elect the President pro tem pore, w ho shall exe­ 
cute the duties thereof w hen the V ice-President 
is cbsent. 
George spoke at some length In opposition to 
th e resolution. At th e conclusion of his argu­ 
m ent Plum b called upon Blair to give th e Senate 
some indication of th e tim e w hen h e would be 
ready to have a vote taken on his bill, as there 
w ere a great m any Im portant m easures on the 
calendar, an d unless some agreem ent was m ade 
on the educational hill he would move at 2 
o clock to-m orrow th at it be placed on th a cal­ 
endar. 
F inally it was arranged th a t on T hursday of 
next week, at 2 o’clock, B lair shall have the 
floor to speak, not exceeding one hour, and 
then the bill shall he u nder the flve-m iuute rule 
and a vote be taken. 
Plum b gave notice th a t he would on M onday 
move to take up some other hill, the effect of 
w hich would be to displace th e educational 
bill. 
Plum b moved au am endm ent to Rule 39, so as 
to provide th a t all votes cast in executive ses­ 
sion be m ade public at th e close of th e session. 
Referred. 
T he resolution regarding the P resident pro 
tem pore was again taken up, and Turpie moved 
to am end it by m aking it read th at th e Presi­ 
dent pro tern, shall hold office during all the 
future absences of the V ice-President u n til the 
8enate otherw ise orders. This was agreed to 
an d the resolution was adopted.
